Regulations for Grants to Local Museums and 
Art Galleries.

The Board of Education hereby make the following 
Regulations »— 


1. The Board of Education may make grants in aid of the 
purchase, for addition to the collections exhibited in local Museums 
and Art Galleries in England and Wales,” of objects of the follow- 
ing kinds: 

(a) Works of art (including reproductions) other than paint- 
ings in oil. 

(b) Objects illustrative-of the application of Experimental and 
Mechanical Science to Industry or Art. 

(ce) Objects illustrative of Zoology, Botany, Geology and 
Mineralogy. 

(d) Objects illustrative of Local History. 


2.—(1) A grant in aid of the purchase of any object will not 
exceed half the amount of the purchase-money recognised by the 
Board for the purpose. 

(2) No grant will be paid where the recognised purchase-money 
is less than £10 unless the Board otherwise direct, and purchases 
of two or more objects will for this purpose be treated as separate. 

(3) No grant will be paid towards expenditure which is recog- 
nised by the Board for the purposes of payment of grant under 
any other Regulations. 

(4) The Board will not, except in special circumstances, enter- 
tain an application for a grant made after the date of the purchase, 
and they will not in any case entertain an application, made more 
than twelve months after that date. 


8. Before entertaining an application for a grant, the Board 
will consider, among other things, the scheme of development in 
pursuance of which the purchase is proposed, the facilities for
